All the insurance is 
listed under a “master policy”. This replaces a total of 
37 policies which were in effect last year. There are sepa- 
rate policies however, for farm equipment, the boilers, 
and comprehensive liability. A schedule of insurance will 
be given to each member of the Executive Committee. 


The members of the Executive Committee praised 
this system very highly and sincerely hope that it is car- 


ried out over the years.

The 
County Home has had difficulty in getting water due to 
the condition of the present pump. The Commissioners 
plan to meet with engineers this evening to obtain esti- 
mates on repairing the present pump and the cost of a 
new one. 


Insurance: A schedule listing the amount of insur- 
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ance given to each insurance agency requested at a pre- 
vious meeting was obtained from Mr. William Ball, In- 
surance Agent, and given to each member of the Execu- 
tive Committee. The Committee requested an outline be 
obtained for each member listing each parcel, its value, 
and the amount of insurance of same. Mr. Ball will be 
contacted regarding the matter. 


Motion: by Littlehale, seconded by Adams, that 
the nine months statement be approved as read. 


A letter from Mr. J. L. Anderson, Federal Jail In- 
spector, was brought before the committee. Attached 
was a list of recommendations for the County Jail as a 
result of a recent inspection.

This would make a cor- 
rected total of $15,790.35 for the contents. Thus the 
total adjustment should be $73,475.35, for the following:

No further action was taken. 
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Mr. Clement questioned the erection of forms being 
started. Superintendent Harold Flower stated the law 
allows an expense not to exceed $1,000.00 without per- 
mission of the entire delegation. Mr. Clement said if 
there was no emergency, it would be better to wait until 
authorization could be obtained from the entire delega- 
tion before a large expenditure should be made. Mr. 
Flower stated the cattle could be sheltered in an emer- 
gency, however, at a great inconvenience. Mr. Car- 
berry, Chairman of the County Commissioners, showed 
a drawing of a barn (2 story) with hay placed over the 
cattle itself. Mr. Littlehale and other members of the 
committee were opposed to such a barn as the moisture 
and fumes from the cattle would harm it. Mr. L. Gagne 
showed diagrams and dimensions of other types of build- 
ings. He is to meet with the Commissioners within the 
next few days to obtain figures. 


Mrs. Angeline St. Pierre questioned Mr. Ball, Insur- 
ance Agent, about the checks to be received from the 
insurance agents. He stated there will be four checks. 
One for the equipment and the other three for the re- 
mainder of the damage. All checks will be sent to the 
Ball Agency, and in turn, a check for the entire insurance 
will be sent to the County of Strafford. 


Mr. Clement stated that notices will be sent to each 
member of the delegation regarding a meeting to be held 
November 29, 1961, at 1:30 p. m., at the County Home 
for the purpose of the settlement of insurance and re- 
building of barns.

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Delegation Meeting 
December 15, 1961 


This meeting was held at the Riverside Rest Home 
and called to order by Chairman Arnold T. Clement at 
approximately 2:30 p.m. The purpose was to discuss the 
existing problems at the Rest Home and Jail. 


Members present were: Berry, Leighton, Wiggin, 
Grimes, O’ York, Colbath, Stonemetz, Karkavelas, Rich- 
ardson, Heald, Littlehale, Drew, Adams, Rolfe, Marsan, 
Potvin, St. Pierre, Clement, Varney, Cormier, Vincent, 
Wyatt, and Moulton. 23 present. Also present were the 
County Commissioners and Superintendent Harold 
Flower of the Home. 


Mr. Vincent inquired if the Executive Committee 
think it is good business to run the milking farm. Mr. 
Clement replied that at a recent budget meeting, motion 
was made to keep separate records on the dairy to know 
if there was a profit. The Commissioners reported the 
farm was running on a profit. Figures on the dairy will 
be given to the delegation after approval of the Executive 
Committee. 


Mr. O’York felt that the decision of rebuilding the 
farm was beyond the County Commissioners and the 
Executive Committee. He desired that a meeting of the 
entire delegation be held as soon as possible so that legal 
action could be taken. 


Mr. Heald asked for a brief explanation of the pres- 
ent insurance system in Strafford County. Chairman 
Clement explained the system. 
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Mr. Grimes questioned Superintendent Flower re- 
garding the date of the fire and the investigation. Mr. 
Flower stated the fire occurred on November 2 and two 
representatives from the Fire Marshal’s Office and the 
Dover Fire Department investigated. The cause of the 
fire was “undetermined”. However, there was mention 
of a partition fire. Three days after the fire, a six-inch 
partition was discovered in some sections. The fire be- 
gan in the back and spread to the partition. Several 
people discovered the fire at approximately the same 
time. Superintendent Flower was not present when it 
began as he had to bring an out-of-town patient to the 
Home. He was not “‘hunting”’ as someone charged. Some- 
one was left in charge of the Home during his absence. 


Mr. Adams spoke of driving to Gray, Maine, to in- 
spect barns on December 28, so some ideas could be ob- 
tained. In this way, the barn would be adequate and 
modern. Mr. Adams is to contact the County Commis- 
sioners Office and inform them of the time so that notices 
can be mailed to the members of the delegation who wish 
to attend. It was mentioned that the size of the herd 
would be approximately 100 head. 


Mr. Grimes stated that he had heard complaints 
about the herdsman and boss farmer as being unsatisfac- 
tory. Commissioner Young answered. A new man was 
hired to do this type of work in February and has proven 
very satisfactory. 


Mr. Leighton said he has reviewed the dairy figures 
carefully and no doubt there is a profit. However, felt 
that money was not the only concern. The prisoners at 
the jail must have something to occupy them and to now 
have provided labor at the farm. Commissioner Young 
stated that to November 30, 1961, there was a profit of 
$5,827.27. This did not include the November milk check. 
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Mr. Vincent made a motion that a letter should be 
sent to the man who helped at the time of the fire by 
supplying his time and milking equipment. 


A discussion followed regarding the problems at the 
jail. Mr. Cormier asked who has the privilege of hiring 
and firing the guards. Mr. Flower said he has full privi- 
lege. 


Mr. Marsan questioned if the prisoners are examined 
before entering the jail. Mr. Flower stated that they 
are “spot checked”’. 


There being no further discussion, the meeting was 
adjourned. 


An Executive Committee Meeting was held at 4:30 
p. m. following the above meeting. Six members were 
present. 


Motion: by Adams, seconded by Marsan, authoriz- 
ing the settlement of fire insurance at the Home to the 
amount of $73,475.35.

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STRAFFORD COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
REPORT FOR 1961 


As required by Statute, the Commissioners of Straf- 
ford County submit herewith the report of the various 
County Officials for the year ending December 31, 1961. 


As of December 31, 1961, the cash on hand was 
$91,820.63, which included fire insurance to the amount 
of $69,385.35. 


The year 1961 was certainly an active one. It 
brought misfortune to Strafford County, but with it also, 
a strong feeling of determination and a wonderful prin- 
ciple of cooperation among everyone concerned. 


On November 2, 1961, the County barns were com- 
pletely destroyed by a fire which raged through its 
structures and equipment. This was a serious loss, but 
now the thought of planning and rebuilding has encour- 
aged all. In the future, if possible, a new and certainly 
modern barn will be constructed which will house approxi- 
mately 50 head of cattle. Members of the County Delega- 
tion, Superintendent of the County Home, and the Com- 
missioners have toured barns in the States of New Hamp- 
shire and Maine in order to assure only the best will be 
done for the County Farm which has been prosperous 
through the years. 


In 1961, work was completed at the County Jail 
where riots occurred in 1960. Painting, virtually all new 
equipment, and the installation of plumbing facilities 
contributed to the highly praised sanitary conditions 
which now exist. Maximum security has been attained 
by purchasing new locks and safety devices, and em- 
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ploying extra jail personnel. Among other innovations 
at the jail, a program directed by a Federal jail inspec- 
tor was offered enabling the jail personnel to receive 
valuable advice and training on jail procedures. This 
program was followed by a question and answer discus- 
sion in which all participated. This was of advantage 
and benefit to all concerned. 


During 1961, a new insurance system was presented 
and highly approved. Presently, the insurance is divided 
equally among the full-time agents in Strafford County. 
All insurance is catalogued under a “‘master policy”. The 
system offers a “blanket coverage” of all properties. This 
has proved to be a worthwhile project and we hope that 
it may continue to be as beneficial through the years. 

The connecting of the County Home and Farm to 
the City Water Line, a subject under discussion for some 
time, was acted upon by nominating a committee for 
this particular project. The Committee consists of: 
Napoleon Habel, Max Leighton, and Albert Littlehale. 
The committee will investigate and discuss this necessary 
improvement and will try to do all possible to solve such 
a serious problem as an insufficient water supply. 


This report contains several problems and misfor- 
tunes but certainly has been balanced by numerous 1m- 
provements and accomplishments during 1961. We an- 
ticipate that during the ensuing year, 1962, we may 
exceed our past accomplishments and reach solutions to 
all problems which may arise. 


We have had a great deal of cooperation by the 
County Delegation who have contributed so willingly 
extra time and effort in all matters. 


In conclusion, we wish to express our sincere thanks 
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to Mr. and Mrs. Harold Flower, Jail and Farm Personnel, 
our County Physicians, Chaplains, City Officials, Sheriff 
Wilfred J. Pare, Mr. Donald Sweeney of the Probation 
Department, and to the many others who gave their time 
and help to make the year 1961 a pleasant and prosperous 
one.

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SUPERINTENDENT AND MATRON’S REPORT 
1961 


We were happy to have the opportunity to return to 
the Home again. Our first job was a general cleaning up 
of the Home, outside buildings, and the grounds. We 
also disposed of 25 cats that were making their home in 
the cellar of the Home. 


Before any farm work could be started, all of the 
farm equipment and machinery had to be repaired or 
overhauled. 


Twenty-eight acres of land that were plowed in 1959 
were replowed, harrowed, and seeded down along with 
our 1961 program, which is now up to date with the ex- 
ception of a four-acre piece. This work was in process, 
when the lime to be used was destroyed in the fire in- 
volving the hay barn, cow barn, silo, and parts of other 
out-buildings, on November 2, 1961. 


The hay barn had been newly shingled and other 
repairs made on it. The contractor had just about finished 
insulating, ventilating, and repairing the cow barn and 
heifer barns when the fire occurred destroying it all, 
along with our hay crop, potatoes, and other vegetables. 


Thanks to our neighbor and boss farmer, Mr. Bol- 
stridge, who allowed us the use of his milking parlor. We 
were able to carry on until we could repair the heifer 
barn for the milking cows, and by housing the rest of 
the stock in the manure shed and piggery, we came 
through fairly well. We are pleased to be able to state 
that the farm and dairy showed a good profit for the 
year 1961. 
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A remodeling job was done in the jail consisting of 
new modern showers, flush toilets, wash stands of the 
nontampering type, painting, new locks, and new se- 
curity screening around the high court cells. These cells 
have new combination wash stands and toilets, and we 
are now able to care for all prisoners sent to us. This 
work cost approximately $26,000.00. 


The heating system was working very poorly. In 
July, we had a complete overhaul job done at a cost of 
over $1,000.00. 


Stand-by motors and parts have been bought and are 
now ready for emergencies. Also, a new fresh water 
pump has been purchased. 


Necessary repairs have been made to the laundry 
dryer, mangle, and extractor. 


A new ramp has been built on the women’s side of 
the Home. We have purchased four new hospital beds 
and four more are ordered. Also purchased were 700 
feet of fire hose, milk dispensers for both the men and 
women’s side, new copper piping to replace some of the 
old. The reception room has been redecorated, new furni- 
ture bought and inlaid linoleum laid. 


A new telephone intercom system has been set up 
between the jail and home. A new alarm system has been 
installed on all floors in case of fire or other emergencies. 


The roofs have been tar coated and repaired, but 
now new valleys and gutters are needed. The main 
kitchen, chapel, and hallways have been painted. 


Our spiritual needs were well cared for by Father 
Beaudette and Father Duval of the St. Charles Parish. 
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The Protestant Chaplain, Rev. Macomber, arranged serv- 
ices on Sundays by his church group or other churches. 
All Chaplains made many trips to the Home to administer 
and comfort the residents and other charges. 


We wish to thank them, Mr. Gale, the Salvation 
Army, the Granges, family groups, organizations, and 
individuals for the entertainment they have furnished, 
and for the many donations received. 


We are very grateful for the 100% cooperation that 
we have received from the County Commissioners, 
County Delegation, County Attorney, Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment, Dr. Hartigan, and all other officials. We appreci- 
ate very much the help that was given us by the Home 
personnel.

AGRICULTURAL AGENT’S DUTIES 


In carrying out the educational program for 1961, 
the agricultural agent 


. made 364 visits to farmers 

. received 138 office callers 

. completed 533 telephone calls 

. prepared 17 news articles 

. distributed 2,763 bulletins on educational subjects 


. heid 118 educational meetings attended by 2,450 
persons 


The agricultural agent is designated as manager of 
the Extension Service office. In addition, he is respon- 
sible for the agricultural program in the County, which 
consists of work done with farmers and others in dairy- 
ing, poultry, forage crops, fruits, vegetables, agricultural 
engineering, farm management and marketing. 


By legislation, the agricultural agent works with 
governmental agencies. He aids the Soil Conservation 
Service with information on crops and fertilizers and 
serves as Secretary of the Soil Conservation District. The 
agent is an ex-officio member of the Agricultural Stabi- 
lization Conservation County Committee and serves as 
chairman of the Election Board. Recommendations and 
approvals are made on seeding, fertilizing and liming 
practices, based on soil test results. 
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The agent serves in an advisory capacity on the 
Farm and Home Loan Administration Board. This 
agency makes loans to farm people. 


The Selective Service System calls on the agent for 
advice pertaining to agricultural problems. 


During the growing season, the agent reports local 
weather and crop conditions to the New England office of 
the Agricultural Statistician. 


Assistance is given the Department of Interior in 
the control of predatory animals and rodents. 


During the past few years, more help is being re- 
quested by urban people for lawns, home gardens, orna- 
mentals and household pests. 


The information given above outlines the agent’s 
main duties. A detailed annual report is available for 
examination at the Extension Service office. 


The governing board for the Extension Service is 
the Advisory Council, which is made up of thirteen mem- 
bers. Each line of work; namely, agriculture, forestry, 
home economics and 4-H has three members on the coun- 
cil, with the last member being appointed by the repre- 
sentatives of the County Delegation. Meetings are held 
at least four times a year, with the finance committee of 
five members meeting each month for the disbursement 
of funds.

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REPORT OF HOME DEMONSTRATION WORK 


Each year homemakers throughout the county are 
given an opportunity to inform the Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service of their most pressing needs and interests. 
In recent years, there has been more indication of a need 
for assistance in the area of Home Management, Human 
Relations, Consumer Education, and Nutrition. 


The changing situation in Strafford County is a chal- 
lenging one with many new families and young home- 
makers requesting information from the Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. Hundreds of women have gone to work 
outside the home, while others have expanding families 
with baby sitting problems. Extension has aimed to 
reach as many of these women as possible through night 
meetings, trained leaders, the monthly newsletter, tele- 
vision programs and through personal contact in the 
office and at their homes. 


There are thirty-three home demonstration groups 
which meet regularly and provide educational informa- 
tion to 600 or more women. Fifteen meetings have been 
held with the other interest groups or organizations. Ap- 
proximately 1,000 homemakers have requested that their 
names be placed on the Extension mailing list. Trained 
leaders who give of their time have carried out 250 meet- 
ings, reaching 2,700 people. The agent conducted 250 
meetings also, with nearly 3,000 homemakers partici- 
pating. 


Information on food additives, ways to stretch the 
meat dollar and clothing selection are types of programs 
given through talks all over the county. Broiler Meals, 
Slick Tricks in Cleaning, and other subjects were taught 
at training schools, while workshop series were neces- 
sary for lessons such as tailoring and weight control. 
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A Home Demonstration Advisory Council, made up 
of two representatives from each home demonstration 
group, meets every other month to work with the home 
demonstration agent in planning and carrying out the 
program. Three members of this organization serve on 
the Cooperative Extension Service Council and the offi- 
cers represent Strafford County at the State Home 
Demonstration Advisory Council meetings. 


The expansion of educational family life activities 
in all areas of the county in the sixties is our goal.

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REPORT OF 4-H CLUB WORK 


Strafford County — 1961 


The 4-H is the youth educational arm of the Coopera- 
tive Extension Service. Through the 4-H movement, 
rural and urban boys and girls between the ages of 9 and 
21 are receiving practical out-of-school training. The 
4-H projects serve as a medium to develop these boys 
and girls to useful and better citizens. Even though 4-H 
projects are important, 4-H leaders generally agree that 
they are looking more for the ‘‘blue ribbon” boy or girl, 
rather than the “blue ribbon” calf or dress. The entire 
4-H program is composed of leadership training, indi- 
vidual personality development, and the learning of prac- 
tical farm or home information. 


In 1961 there was a total of thirty-seven 4-H clubs 
in Strafford County. There were 660 members and 112 
local volunteer adult leaders. Johnson T. Platt, county 
4-H Club agent, and Mrs. Barbara Davis, assistant county 
4-H Club agent, were employed as the two full-time, 
salaried agents. Mrs. Davis resigned as of July 1, 1961, 
and, since that time, Miss Priscilla Standish has been 
employed as the assistant county 4-H Club agent. 


Emphasis in 1961 was mainly placed on developing 
more interest and participation in county contests and 
events, and in developing stronger 4-H interests as a 
whole. This work has been quite rewarding to the agents, 
since there has been a much greater participation, not 
only on the county level, but also on the state and com- 
munity levels. A greater interest has developed in com- 
munity improvement projects, which in itself is quite im- 
portant. Here parents seem to be taking an interest in 
the program and are doing many of the tasks that the 
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leaders used to do. Again, this shows that in many of the 
communities, 4-H is gaining a greater prestige than it 
has enjoyed for some time in the past. 


The agents feel that the county 4-H movement is 
sound and strong. Its basic organizations are enthusi- 
astic and willing to accept new ideas and the additional 
responsibilities that go with them.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY FORESTER 
Strafford County — 1961 


The county forester divides his time equally between 
Belknap and Strafford Counties. In Strafford County 
there are approximately 2,286 woodland owners who own 
from three to five hundred acres of forest lands. The 
present forestry program in the county is aimed at as- 
sisting these small woodland owners in solving their 
forestry problems. 


The county forester offers advice on tree planting, 
improvement of their forest by removal of weed trees by 
mechanical and new chemical methods, pruning of trees 
for quality lumber, correct timber harvesting methods, 
correct marketing procedures, location of permanent 
woods roads, fire ponds and other forest conservation 
methods. Woodland owners desiring woodland assistance 
should contact the Cooperative Extension Service, 59 
North Main Street, Rochester. 


The county forester also works with the wood-using 
industries, trying to assist them in correlating the an- 
nual timber growth with the annual volume of timber 
used by the industries. 


Some of the accomplishments for 1961 for Belknap 
and Strafford Counties are (the accomplishments are al- 
most equaly divided between the two counties) : 


1. There were 191,000 trees planted in the county 
according to his recommendations. 


2. One thousand one hundred seventy-two (1,172) 
acres of young pines were released from weed 
trees. 
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. An increase of twenty-nine percent in number of 


woodland owners asking for assistance, over 
1960. 


One hundred forty-one acres of young pines 
pruned. 


. Estimated 2,422,000 board feet of timber was 


harvested according to good cutting practices. 


. Helping one of the forest landowners in devel- 


oping new chemical methods of carrying on weed- 
ing operations. 


Continued good relationships between the timber 
operator, consultant foresters and the State and 
Federal organizations promoting forestry in the 
county. 


. Increased interest among the youth in forestry, 
especially 4-H and Boy Scout groups.
